A CITIZEN’S DIARY. 


Mr. Jd, BR. Clegg, Rathgar, contributes 
personal experiences as follows :— 

The following diary is confined to the first 
five days of the insurrection, after which 
movement at any length on the streets was 
much restricted by the military. It deals 
with the state during those days of many of 
the main thoroughfares and back streets 
{stretching in one direction roughly from 
Rathgar to Upper Sackville street, and cross- 
ways from Westland row and Great Brunswitk 
street to about the Metal Bridge.

We print with much pleasure, and the 
Irish public will endorse heartily, General 
Sir John Maxwell’s tribute to the conduct 
of our troops in the Dublin insurrection. 
The fighting was of the hardest kind— 
gguinst an enemy who had all the advan- 
Sages of position, was never easily identi- 
Bed, and was often invisible. The troops 
were young, and, for the most part, utter 
strangers to their surroundings ; but they 
fought with the courage and coolness of 
veterans. The casualty list which we pub- 
lish to-day testifies to the gallantry of the 
Sherwood Foresters in the desperate fight- 
ing at Pembroke and Haddington roads. 
We may not discriminate, however, when 
ell were a credit to their uniforms and 
their country. Sir John Maxwell mentions 
one special instance of bravery and endur- 
ance, and he makes a particular reference 
to the Irish regiments in Dublin which 
will gratify every loyal Irishman. It is 
fitting and fortunate that Irish -soldiers 
should have “ largely helped to crush” the 
_ geditious outbreak of an Irish minority. 
Nobody in this country needed to be told 
‘that Irish soldiers would be true to their 
eloth; but the German mind, which so 
readily believes what it wants to believe, 
may have cherished some illusions on the 
subject. The men who sent an Irish 
traitor to tempt Irish prisoners of war at 
Limburg may have been foolish enough to 
hope that the outburst of disaffection in 
Dublin might seduce some Irish soldiers 
‘from their allegiance. 
this hope, they have been wofully disap- 
pointed. Irish regiments, loyal, as always, 
to their duty, helped to crush the rising 
in Dublin. At the very moment when 
they were so engaged the stubborn gal- 
lantry of Jmsh Nationalist soldiers in 
France beeved the German poison gases 
and drove the German troops out of the 
trenches of Hulluch at the point of the 
bayonet. The defeated Irish rebels may 

ell pray that their foreign “ friends ” 
an ld have been capable of such loyalty. 
There is no doubt that the Dublin insur- 
rection was encouraged by German pro- 
mises and assisted by German gold. The 
manifesto’ which proclaimed the new 
“Trish Republic” boasted of the military 
help that was coming from “gallant allies 
in Europe.” That help never came. Con- 
Fronted with the grim barriér of the British 
Fleet, the German Emperér decided that 
al] the aspirations of Sinn Fein were not 
worth the bones of a single Prussian 
Now that the insurrection 
has failed, the Germans discuss it with all 
their usual cynicism. — “ Our hearts are 
with the rebels,” says the Leipzig Tage- 
blatt,-‘‘ but, of course, it is foolish to say 
that the Irish rebellion was fomented by 
us.” Irish treachery has won its due re 
-ward of shame and ingratitude. 
-%onour of high service and the gratitude 
of an Bmpire are given to the Irish 
poldiars who have fulfilled their trust, — 

sir John Maxwed says that “all the 
gurviving rebels in Dublin have now sur- 
rendered unconditionally.” . In the pro- 
vinces the few spasmodic attempts 
at insurrection have been suppressed. 
Nothing remains of this’ act of criminal, 
Innacy except its track of sorrow, 
misery, and destruction. The huge 
loss of property in Dublin will involve 
unemployment on a large scale, and 
it may involve heavy additions to the rates.

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sedition and anarchy in Ireland will be 
crushed, not merely for a time, but 

all time. The.destroyers of our peace and 
their durbe must be made absolutely in- 
capable of further mischief.

That character of security which we, had 
begun to establish must be confirmed, 
solidified, and raised above the faintest 
shadow of doubt. Only by a stem policy 
of suppression and. punishment \can the 
Government protect the highest interests 
of the Irish capital and of Ireland as a 
whole.

War News. 


Though we are still a day or two be 
hindhend, we have by this time recovered 
the essential items in the missing war 
news of the past week. It has been a 
week of considerable events abroad, some 
of which bear a patent and well-defined 
relation to events in Ireland. On the 
naval side it has seen the sinking of a 
German submarine off the East Coast of 
England on Tuesday, the German raid 
on Lowestoft and Great Yarmouth at 
dawn on Wednesday, and the loss through 
a mine in the Mediterranean of the pre 
Dreadnought battleship Russell, the flag- 
ship of Rear-Admiral Fremantle. On 
the military side it has seen the surrender 
of General Townshend upon the final ex- 
haustion of: his supplies after the twenty 
weeks siege of Kut-el-Amara; and the 
defeat, in which the Irish troops played 
a distinguished part, of a formidable Ger- 
man effort against the British front in 
Flanders. The naval news of the week is 
interesting rather in its implications than 
in its actual incidents. The half-hour’s 
raid on Lowestoft and Great Yarmouth 
was marked, like its predecessors, by in- 
effective shooting and other evidences of 
extreme nervousness and haste, but it had 
some significant features. The insur- 
rection in Ireland began on Monday 
mornizg. The section of the High Seas 


attacked Lowestoft and Great Yarmouth 


Wednesday. The clear inference is that 
the enemy estimated that by this time 
military measures to deal with the insur- 
rection would be in process of develop- 
ment. They sought to initiate by this attack 
a series of movements which proposed at 
the worst to disturb these measures, and 
at the best jto create a favourable situa- 
tion for a! landing somewhere on the 
shores of the United Kingdom. Rumours 
were current last woek that a landing in 
England had actually been attempted. 
If the Germans made such an at 
tempt, the Royal Navy dealt with 
it faithfully—as faithfully as it dealt 
with the effort to land a great quantity 
of arms and ammunition on the west coast 
of Ireland. 

. As the good news of the Navy’s work is 
marred by the loss of H.M.S. Russell—a 
loss suggestive of the penetration into the 
Mediterranean of mine-laying submarines 
—so the good news of the Army in France 
is marred by the misfortune of General 
Townshend's surrender in Mesopotamia. 
The disclosure of the strength of his force 
makes more than ever inexplicable the 
blunder which led to his disastrous en- 
tanglement. It consisted of less than 
three thousand British troops, of al] ranks 
and services, and some six thousand 
Indian troops and their followers. This 
was the force with which somebody pro- 
posed to take and hold Bagdad, the third 
city of the Ottoman Empire and the head- 
quarters of a Turkish Army Corps. Now 
that the end has come, there is no valid 
reason why Sir John Nixon's despatch 
reporting the advance should not be pub- 
lished, and the responsibility for this mad 
adventure be fixed where it. belongs. We 
know that no part of it belongs to General 
Townshend, who, as the War Office says, 
conducted his. twenty weeks’ defence 
“with a gallantry and fortitude that will 
be for ever memorable”—who, we may 
add, conducted all his operations with a 
scientific brilliancy which our Army can 
ill spare. . Equally, General Gorringe s 
relief force, fighting the floods even more 
than the Turks, has done the utmost of 
its duty. When .all else had failed, 
General Gorringe attempted to send a ship 
through with supplies. But this attempt 
—an incident for which Irish military 
history can provide an exact parallel— 
although carried out with the utmost gal- 
lantry, failed through the grounding of 
the ship four miles east of Kut; and with 
it failed the last hope of General 
Townshend's relief. In its moral aspect 
the enforced surrender, it is to be feared, 
will make the worst impression through- 
out the East. In ite strategic aspect we 
need not regard it too seriously. General 
Townshend's efforts have not been wholly 
vain. He has diverted to M mia 
large Turkish forces which would other- 
wise have been available for resisting the 
Russian advance in Armenia, and he has

MR. F. H. BROWNING. 


Mr. F. H. Browning has, we deeply regret 
to announce, succumbed to wounds received 
on Easter “londay when returning from a 
route march with the I.A.V.'. Corps, of which 
he was second in command, ‘‘Chicken’’ Brown- 
ing, as he was known to his intimates, was one 
of the best cricketers Ireland has produced, 
and no more brilliant exponent of the.game 
has ever done duty for Dublin University, of 
which he was a graduate. A very pretty, and, 
at the same time punishing, bat, he was equally 
at home to slow or fast deliveries, and while 
there was no lack of variety about his strokes, 
his ‘‘ Harrow” drive was particularly effective. 
But it was as a wicket-keep that Mr. Brown- 
‘ing shone most, and in this dppartment of the 
great summer game he had few, if 
any, superiors amongst the amateur 
players of his day. During his captaincy 
of the Trinity College team the eleven was 
particularly successful, his admirable judg- 
ment, as well as his actual doings at the 
wicket, contributing to many important vic- 
tories. On leaving College Mr. Browning 
joined Civil Service and Phenix, much to the 
advantage of both the Park clubs named. He 
was regularly chosen on the Gentlemen of 
Ireland teams in representative maiches, and 
was a member of the Irish team Which 
visited America in the autumn of 1909: 

Mr. Browning was also keenly devoted to 
Rugby football, and played with no little 
distinction at half-back for his University 
and later for Wanderers, with the fortunes of 
which latter club he was closely identified 
up to the day of his death. He was paid the 
high compliment of being elected President of 
the Trish Rugby Union two years ago, an 
honour which wae as richly deserved as it was 
prized by the, recipient. 

When the [war put an effectual stopper on 
Rugby, and ‘its followers had their attention 
turned to sterner matters, Mr. Browning con- 
ceived the idea of forming an Irish Rugby 
Union Volunteer Corps with headquarters at 
Lansdowne road. This bore instant fruit, and 
within a month of the outbreak of hostilities 
close on 800 men, consisting of players and 
those who have retired from active participa- 
tion in the game, were drilling conscientiously 
to fit themselves for any duty of a military 
nature they might be called upon to perform. 
In a comparatively short time a ‘‘Pals’’ Com- 

any, made up of the younger memLers of the 
Jorps, was formed, and on the suggestion of 
Mr. Browning they threw in their lot with’ the 
7th Royal Dublin Fusiliers. Colonel Downing 
expressed himself highly pleased to receive 
such a valuable addition to his regiment, and 
we al] know how this “Pals' Company proved 
their worth at Suvia Bay, where a large per- 
centage of them died like heroes for their King 
and country. It may be added that the Irish 
Rugby Union ‘orps has supplied over 600 
officers and men to His Majesty’s fighting 
forces, and other similar corps in Dublin have 
also contributed a goodiy number. It was 
largely owing to the untiring efforts and 
organising ability of Mr. Browning that the 
Irish Rugby Union Corps has been so success. 
ful in providing recruits for the Army, and it 
ean truly be said of him that he “did his 
bít.” His untimely death will be genuinely 
deplored by a wide circle of friends whose sym. 
pathy will be extended to his young widow 
and little son.

On Sunday night 489 prisoners were con- 
veyed to England.

‘The 
front of this establishment is still intact, but 
the mob have entered by this side street, and 
olf sticks, musical instruments, toys in 
Genes, dolls in boxes, and other things, are 
thrown out to the crowd below, who seize 
them and make bundles of them. This mob 
is augmented by more of women and girls 
from the slums. One woman with an im- 
mense bundle of plunder in a shawl drops 
on the footpath in Sackville street and de- 
clares to her God she can’t carry it farther 
without a rest. Boys parade with golf 
sticks, air-guns, toy dtums, and a small 
Union Jack is given to the flames amid great 
cheering. The street is well crowded on 
both sides and on centre, ard the looters 
have none to interfere’ with them. There is 
a sudden loud explosion in Sackville place 
where the looting is going on.: It is caused 
by rockets and other fireworks, which have 
taken fire. The rabble, alarmed, rush towards 
Sackville street. A cloud of smoke ascends. 
This is probably the beginning of the fire 
that consumed Lawrenve s later. 

At Dunn’s looted hat shop lower down a 
dense cloud of ke comes out through the 
broken front. Firemen appear and grapple 
with the outbreak.

Suddenly a woman in a shawl appears at 
the edge of the house on the Sackville street 
froút. She is shouted to by the group of 
persons around me gathered at McBirney’s 
corner, but she pays no attention, After a 
time she proceeds slowly across O’Connell 
Bridge, facing the firing, some of which 
strikes the iron uprights on O'Connell 
Bridge. She is ‘again yelled at, but comes 
along as if nothing were the matter, although 
the noise of the firing is deafening. An 
elderly . man in the watching crowd 
humoroysly drawls: “Fath, mebby she’s in- 
sured.”’ 

She arrives safely across—the only sign of 
life on the bridge or in Sackville street. 
Seeing the group at.McBirney’s, she comes 
towards -us, and it is then plain that she is 
drunk, and with two black eyes. Quite 
young and very good-looking, she is utterly 
reckless, and affirms that the women aren't, 
such cowards as the men, ‘and  thae she 
‘defies their blank charthers.”’ 

Along Bachelor’s Walk a solitary man’s 
figure in black approaches the corner build- 
ing that is being attacked so severely. He, 
also, seems’ careless or unconscious of 
danger. A shout of warning goes across to 
him, but he pays no attention. As he 
arrives at the house the shots are knocking 
dust off the walls. He does not mend his 
pace, but walks steadily and diagonally over 
the bridge, and disappears about D’Olier 
street. As he comes into closer view it is 
seen’ that he is a Roman Catholic clergy- 
man.

eet street to Westmoreland street, where 
the soldiers on the roof of T.C.D. may be 
seen discharging their rifles almost con- 
stantly at the Bachelor’s Walk corner house.

On Thursday it became apparent that. some- 
thing approaching a food famine was imminent. 
The alarm was instantaneous. » Immediately 
the provision shops in the district were be- 
sieged, the Mill Store at Cross Guns Bridge, 
were crowded and men and women of all 
classes were seen carrying away parcels of 
flour, gs bread, and everythi that 
could Le procured in the way ol foodstuffs. 
The butchers’ shops were soon cleared and 
the provision stores were sold out by Satur- 
day. Many people went out to the Finglas 
village where the local butchers did a tre- 
mendous trade. While the food crisis was in 
progress the anxiety of the residents of this 
district was increased by the alarming 
rumours which were in constant circulation as 
to alleged happenings in the city. The 
rumours,needless to say, became more alarming 
as they were passed about from one group to 
another, and all the time there was nothing 
As night fell the 
anxiety was not eased. ‘Tue constant sniping, 
the occasional big gun firing, and then the sky, 
lit up by the reflection from some blazing 
building al] combinéd to make the night more 
terrible even then the day. Eves up to last 
evening the restrictions on traffic were still 
rigidly observed. Many pathetic sights “were 
witnessed in connection with funerals going 
to Glasnevn Cemetery. Owing to the rigid 
regulations in force only the anver of the 
hearse and at most one mourner were allowed 
to accompany the remains. But many were 
driven through the military cordon accom- 


panied only by the driver of the hearse. 


The sitnation in Drumcondra and Phibs- 
borough was in almost every particular as in 
Glasnevin. The Drumcondra road was fre- 
quently under fire from the direction of Dorset 
street, where on the Wednesday there was a 
fierce fight when it is understood at least two 
soldiers were shot. Sniping continued in the 
district until Saturday.

It is understood that a Bearching investi- 
gation is being made for the purpose of- dis. 
covering whether rebels are being concealed 
in their own homes or in the houses sym- 
pathisers, and that in every case where Per- 
sons have been found harbouring rebels or 
suspected persons they will be dealt with 
most severely, as indicated by the terms of 
the Proclamation issted in connection with 
the placing of the country under Martial

STRONG CRITICISM. 


Under the above ‘heading, Mr. Lovat 
Fraser makes a strong attack on the Govern- 
ment in the Daily Mau. He says :— 

“For many months it has been reasonably 
certain that there would be an attempt at 
revolt in Ireland. In every newspaper dflice 
in London the possibility was known. Every 
Irish member of Parliament could see what 
was coming.

“Phe newspapers were for the most pait 
silent out of deference to the plea of 
national unity, which has been the cloak for 
go much mischievous contealment. The 
lrish Times, the ablest newspaper in Ireland, 
published a' grave and not obscure warning 
which passed unheeded. When private re- 
monstrances were addressed to the Govern- 
ment Ministers produced their official ear- 
stoppers of the sealed Coalition pattern.

“ Revolutions have always been started in 
the first instance by handfuls of men. The 
horrors of the Reign of Terror in France still 
shock the world after an interval of more 
than a century. Does anyone suppose that 
the Terrorists represented the bulk of France’ 
The Terror was imposed because a gang of 
savage miscreayts seized control of France, 
and kept their place. by constant massacre. , 
It was estimated at the time that the Terror 
never had in Paris more than 3,000 adhtrents, 
and the true voice of France spoke again on 
the day that Robespierre was beheaded. The 
Government, however, thought the Sinn 
Feiners did not matter because they did not 
represent al! Ireland. 

“The same desire to minimise realities has 
run through the whole busimess both on the 
part of the Government and their supporters 
in the Press. We are‘told at first that this 
was not a revolt but more of a riot. It 
was said that the insurgents derived their 
chief strength from the Larkinites, which is 
not. the case. The Larkinites are a compara- 
tively smal] auxiliary of Sinn Fein. We were 
told that the Germans were sillv foole and 
that Sir Roger Casement was mad. There is 
nothing conspicuously foolish about this well- 
organised German plot which so very nearly 
succeeded in gravely embarrassing um. For 
almost incredible foolishness we must turn our 
eves towards the Government which blandly 

ermitted the Sinn Feiners to rehearse rebel- 
ion in Dublin.”
